TOWN OF VULCAN 

BY-LAW No. 479 


Being a By-Law of the Town of Vulcan to authorize a 
Centennial Project. 

WHEREAS it is proposed that the Centennial Project for 
the Town of Vulcan will be Phase one of a Recreation Complex; 

WHEREAS the estimated cost of the Centennial Project 
is $63,000.00 dollars; and 

WHEREAS it is proposed to apply for a joint federal- 
provincial centennial grant of 5,000.00 dollars; and 

WHEREAS it is proposed to enter into an agreement 
with the County of Vulcan whereby the said County will 
undertake to waive 2,000.00 dollars of the federal-provincial 
centennial grant available to it and to join with the Town of 
Vulcan in its application for a centennial grant; and 

WHEREAS it will be necessary for the Town to pro¬ 
vide, based on the above, borrowing by debenture, for the 
years 1965-75 the sum of 37,000.00 dollars. 

NOW THEREFORE under authority of the Town and 
Village Act, being chapter 338 of the Revised Statutes, the 
Council of the Town of Vulcan duly assembled, enacts as 
follows: 

1. That this Council does approve of the proposal for the 
Centennial Project as outlined above. 

2. That the Town shall make application to the proper 
authorities for the joint federal-provincial grant in the 
amount of 5,000.00 dollars. 

3. That upon receiving confirmation of the approval of the 
Project by the Government of Alberta and the Govern¬ 
ment of Canada the Mayor and Council are authorized 
to enter into such contracts on behalf of the Town as 
may be necessary for the Centennial Project. 

4. That the Town’s share of the cost shall be provided out 
of the borrowing of the Town in the years 1965-75 and 
the sum of 37,000.00 dollars shall be included in the 
Town’s budget as a capital expenditure from revenue. 

5. That the title to the property on which the said Project 
will be located shall be acquired by the Town and shall 
not thereafter be sold or otherwise disposed of. 

6 . That the Town shall continuously maintain the said 

Project at all times. , 

7. Mr. M. K. Sinclair is hereby appointed as returning 
officer for the purpose of taking the votes of the pro¬ 
prietary electors on this by-law. 

8 . The vote of the proprietary electors on this by-law shall 
be taken on the 18th day of October, 1965, at the Town 
Office in Vulcan. 

9. That this By-Law shall come into force and effect on 
the final reading thereof. 


This is a true synopsis of the proposed By-Law No. 479 
of the Town of Vulcan which has been introduced and which 
will be finally passed by the Council four weeks from date of 
the assent of the proprietary electors thereto and voting 
thereon will be taken on the 18th of October 1965 at the Town 
Office in Vulcan and for such purposes the poll will be open 
from 10 o’clock in the forenoon until 7 o’clock in the afternoon.
